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Councils joining forces to discuss 

‘Devolution Deal' for South West 


DISCUSSIONS are currently underway 
with members of Hearts of the South West 
Local Enterprise Partnership over a “Devo¬ 
lution Deal” for the area. 

Hearts of the South West (HotSW) is a voluntary 
partnership between local authorities, namely Devon 
and Somerset county councils and their district and

borough councils, Exeter and Plymouth city coun¬ 
cils, Torbay Council and Exmoor and Dartmoor Na¬ 
tional Parks. 

The Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) was set up 


in 2011 by the Department for Business, Innovation 
and Skills to help determine local economic priori¬ 
ties and lead economic growth and job creation 
within the local area. 

Leaders in the HotSW partnership have already 
outlined key areas within the bid. Health, care and 
wellbeing with an emphasis on commissioning serv¬ 
ices around people and the places where they live is 
a key factor, as is how 
the area would be gov¬ 
erned. An elected mayor 
seems to be the favoured 
governance policy when 
it comes to devolution, 
however HotSW are 
favouring a unitary au¬ 
thority similar to Corn¬ 
wall. 

Other key areas in¬ 
clude strategic infra¬ 
structure; housing and 
planning; employment 
and skills; and business 
support. 

A successful HotSW 
bid would be one of a 
number of deals by Eng¬ 
lish regions working 
with the government to 
meet the many public 
sector challenges facing 
local authorities around 
the country. 


HotSW have, however, welcomed the Chancellor’s 
announcement in the Autumn Statement, confirming 
this government’s commitment to the Growth Deal 
Expansion announced under the previous adminis¬ 
tration. 

The news confirms the Growth Deal for £65.2mil- 
lion - the highest amount allocated to any one LEP 
in the country - to be invested in infrastructure proj¬ 
ects in Devon, Plymouth, Somerset and Torbay. The 
projects were put forward by the HotSW LEP to 
boost the economy and act as a catalyst for growth 
and job creation. 

Chairman of the Heart of the South West Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership, Steve Hindley, said he was de¬ 
lighted that the government had confirmed its 
commitment to HotSW. 

He said: “These projects will benefit the whole 
Heart of the South West economy, which is what the 
LEP is all about - partnership working to deliver 
economic growth and new employment opportuni¬ 
ties throughout Devon, Plymouth, Somerset, Exeter 
and Torbay.” 

Councillor David Hall, Somerset County Council’s 
Cabinet member for Business, Inward Investment 
and Policy, added: “This news confirms huge 
amounts of investment in Somerset and across the 
South West and shows what can be achieved through 
working together in partnership. In Somerset this 
mean further funding in key schemes such as super¬ 
fast broadband in rural areas and vital improvements 
to the highways. These schemes will make a real dif¬ 
ference by providing jobs, new homes and pumping 
millions of pounds into the local economy.”

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AXMINSTER 
Exciting new plan 
for the George 

THE rejuvenation of Axminster town centre could 
continue with a new plan for the empty George 
Hotel building. 

Unoccupied for seven years, locals have be¬ 
come increasingly concerned about the state and 
future of the prominent town centre building. 

Axminster Property, a division of Axminster Tool 
Centre Ltd, is behind the new plan but has stressed 
that no deal has been agreed or signed, but says it 
has been working on a project for some time. 

The project has reached a stage where the com¬ 
pany has shared an architect's impression of 
what the site might look like. The designs ap¬ 
peared on Facebook over the weekend and re¬ 
ceived a very positive response. 

Operating as a hotel and pub for decades, the 
George Hotel's most recent tenant left in late 
2008. 

The future of the building is a constant matter 
of concern during town council meetings, and is 
also aired frequently on social media. 

A long-term plan for the site is still to be decided.

From the editor’s chair 

The re-birth of the George? 


WHEN I first started reporting, The George 
Hotel in Axminster was the social centre of the 
town. 

It was where most of the annual dinner- 
dances were held, occupying the delightful 
Adam Room, frequently playing host to black- 
tie functions. It was where I first danced the 
cha-cha-cha with my first wife to the Tim 
Moulding Trio. 

On market days it was where all the gentle¬ 
men farmers enjoyed a very convivial lunch 
after doing business at the cattle market. 

It boasted the best restaurant in town. 

It has been sad to watch the slow but steady 
decline of The George over the past 40 years. 
There have been a few attempts to revive its 
fortunes but none of them came to much. On 
occasions it’s been a half-decent pub. 

Standing opposite the derelict Webster’s 
Garage site - soon to become a car park - the 
declining appearance of The George added to 
the perception and myth that Axminster was 


a dying town. So it was with much joy - and 
great expectation - we report this week that a 
new plan to rejuvinate The George may be on 
the cards. 

It is early days but the illustrations we publish 
on our Axminster front page have already 
been positively received on Facebook. 

An offshoot of the Axminster Tool Centre, 
Axminster Properties Ltd, is behind the proj¬ 
ect. So we can rest assured that if the scheme 
comes about it will be a class development and 
financially sound. 

With the Webster’s saga thankfully drawing 
to a conclusion, the revival of this fine old 
building is just what Axminster needs. Ian 
Styles says it has a long way to go but he’s test¬ 
ing the water to see what the townsfolk think. 

My view of the old George, of course, is 
through rose-tinted glasses - but a first class 
hotel along the lines Mr Styles is hoping to de¬ 
liver would be a huge economic boost to the 
town.

Other key areas include strategic infrastructure; 
housing and planning; employment and skills; 
and business support. 


EAST Devon District Council has announced that 
it will pursue a 'pivotal' broadband project on be¬ 
half of its communities. 

EDDC Leader Paul Diviani confirmed the coun¬ 
cil's commitment to meeting the district's broad¬ 
band needs but said: “We cannot just give money 
blindly to this project - it would be irresponsible." 

EDDC will shortly be applying to the ElOmillion 
Broadband Innovation Fund, for finance to enable 
superfast broadband to be delivered to the re¬ 
maining 10 per cent of East Devon rural homes 
and businesses that were not included in the first 
phase of the Connecting Devon and Somerset 
broadband infrastructure programme. 

The council described their discussions with po¬ 
tential suppliers over the possible construction of 
Fibre to the Premises (FTTP) network as positive. 

Part of the discussions have also concerned any 
alternative technology 


SIDMOUTH' s Rotary Club stand to gain much 
needed funds from a new initiative at the ma¬ 
ligned Mill Street car park. 

Following a meeting between East Devon dis¬ 
trict councillors and Sidmouth ward members 
Matt Booth, Cathy Gardener and John Dyson and 
the service lead for Environmental Health and 
Car Parks at EDDC, Andrew Ennis, it has been 
agreed that unused car parking spaces at Mill 
Street and Holmedale - both EDDC owned car 
parks - will shortly be available to rent.

All revenue from these 
short term permits will be 
given to the Rotary Club of 
Sidmouth.

Chard drug dealer ordered to pay back 
£45,000 made through criminal activity 


A WOMAN from Chard, who was jailed in Octo¬ 
ber for drug dealing offences, has been ordered by 
the court to pay £45,000 within the next three 
months. 

Sharon Hartley was convicted in October and 
sentenced to four years in prison after being found 
guilty of possession with intent to supply class A 
drugs, including cocaine. 

At the Proceeds of Crime Hearing held last week 
at Taunton Crown Court, she was found to have 
benefited from criminal activity to the sum of 
£45,000. 

As a result a Confiscation Order was made for 
the £45,000 with an additional sum £4,200 to be 
paid to cover prosecution costs. Confiscation or¬ 
ders force criminals to sell assets such as houses 
and cars to repay the order. Hartley, who is cur¬ 
rently in prison, has three months to pay the money 
or face a further default sentence of an additional 
12 months in prison. 


Under the Proceeds of Crime Act (POCA) once 
an offender has been convicted, police and the 
courts can investigate their finances and find out 
how much the offender has acquired through their 
criminal activity - wealth and assets they cannot 
account for from legitimate sources. The courts 
then impose an order forcing the offender to pay 
the sum within a certain period of time using any 
property, finance or assets they hold. The money 
seized goes to compensate victims, central govern¬ 
ment, the police, CPS and the courts. Through the 
Community Payback scheme some of the money 
is often returned to local communities.

A SOMERSET County 
Council accountant 
was named as one of 
the winners in a re¬ 
gional challenge 
which put local au¬ 
thorities through their 
paces. 

The first ever Local 
Authority Challenge 
was organised by 
South West councils to 
give local authority 
employees the experi¬ 
ence of what it is like 
to run a council under 
extreme pressure. 

During the day, they 
had to deal with a 
number of hypothetical crises including the sale 
of poisonous pigeon pie and council leaders get¬ 
ting caught racing each other down the motor¬ 
way. 

Somerset County Council's team was the fic¬ 
tional district council of “Swafford 4”. The team 
was made up of senior accountant Paul Griffin, 
principal risk officer Pam Pursley, contracts and 
performance officer Nathan Johnson, senior 
bridge engineer Paul Nation, and senior planning 
policy officer Guy Robinson, all of whom are par¬ 
ticipating in Somerset County Council's “Future 
Managers Programme", a training programme 
to prepare staff for senior management. 

Mr Griffin was awarded the prize for Best Chief 
Executive Officer thanks to his fantastic leader¬ 
ship of his team during the day. 

During the day's scenarios “Swafford 4" briefed 
a fictional UKIP leader, held meetings with po¬ 
tential partners and presented to a Scrutiny 
Committee measures to cut costs, support 
growth and innovate through partnership 
working. The day culminated for them with the 


submission of their recovery plan, summarising 
key messages in a readable format with pictures 
and a map of Swafford depicting plans for agreed 
investment in road infrastructure, coastal re¬ 
generation and an enterprise zone. 

Local authorities are expected to develop in¬ 
novative partnership solutions to both save 
money and deliver better local services. This 
challenge was about attendees experiencing 
partnership working under pressure. 

Leader of the council, Councillor John Osman, 
said: “I am delighted that the first Local Author¬ 
ity Challenge - South West was such a success 
and would like to congratulate Paul Griffin for his 
impressive contribution." 

“Although the scenarios and roles played dur¬ 
ing the event were fictional this has been a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity for our staff members from a 
variety of areas and backgrounds to showcase 
their unique skills and talents, while learning in¬ 
valuable tools for partnership working that 
could prove essential for the future." 
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Fore Street eyesore converted into 
‘exceptional’ affordable housing 


A FORMER working men’s club in Chard has been 
renovated into a five new one and two bedroom 
apartments. 

The iconic building, which was dubbed an eyesore 
after being left empty for a period of time, is located 
in the heart of Chard town centre on Fore Street and 
has now been transformed into apartments by af¬ 
fordable housing provider Stonewater, creating 
much needed affordable housing in the area. 

The re-development was carried out under the 
Empty Homes Programme with Stonewater secur¬ 
ing grant funding from the Homes and Communi¬ 
ties Agency and South Somerset District Council 
for the scheme. 

The club’s old signage and flagpole have been do¬ 
nated by the housing organisation to Chard Mu¬ 
seum, which in return has provided Stonewater with 
old photographs of the building and high street 
which have been printed on large acoustic panels 
and hung in the building. 

A further four houses are to be built at the rear of 
the building, which will provide even more new and 
much-needed affordable housing in the town. There 
are currently 269 new affordable homes in the 
pipeline to be built in South Somerset. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of South Somerset 
District Council and portfolio holder for Strategic 
Housing, said: “Bringing this prominent local eye¬ 
sore back into use eluded everyone year on year as 
its condition deteriorated at the very gateway to 
Chard’s high street. Eventually, Stonewater rose to 
the challenge and took on the risk in partnership 
with the district council. The result has been a total 
transformation both inside and out.

“The quality of the new accommodation, skilfully 
blended into the historic building, is exceptional and 
everyone involved can be justifiably proud of the 
outcome. For individuals and families moving in it 
already looks and feels like a home with imagina¬ 
tive finishing touches that have really raised the bar 
and set a new accommodation standard. 

“This has been a fantastic team effort in saving a 
building and creating new homes of the highest 
quality for Chard residents and I could not be more 
pleased with the outcome.” 

This latest town centre housing scheme in Chard 
follows a development of 56 affordable new homes 
for low-cost rent and shared ownership which 
Stonewater completed at the end of last year in 
Great Western Road. 

The company currently has 885 properties in 
South Somerset and around 100 more under devel¬ 
opment. 

“We are thrilled to have worked with South Som¬ 
erset District Council to convert this iconic building 
in Chard High Street into high quality new homes 
for affordable rent,” says Jonathan Layzell, 
Stonewater assistant director of development.

Chard School pupils to become space biologists 


CHARD School pupils are preparing to become space biologists 
and embark on a voyage of discovery by growing seeds that 
have been into space. 

In September, 2kg of rocket seeds were flown to the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station (ISS) on Soyuz 44S where they will spend 
several months in microgravity before returning to Earth in 
March 2016. 

The seeds have been sent as part of Rocket Science, an edu¬ 
cational project launched by the RHS Campaign for School Gar¬ 
dening and the UK Space Agency. 

Chard School will be one of up to 10,000 schools to receive a 
packet of 100 seeds from space, which they will grow alongside 


seeds that have not been to space and measure the differences 
over seven weeks. The children will not know which seed 
packet contains which seeds until all results have been col¬ 
lected by the RHS Campaign for School Gardening and analysed 
by professional biostatisticians. 

The out-of-this-world, nationwide science experiment will 
enable the children to think more about how we could preserve 
human life on another planet in the future, what astronauts 
need to survive long-term missions in space, and the difficulties 
surrounding growing fresh food in challenging climates. 

A Chard School spokesman said: “We are very excited to be 
taking part in Rocket Science. This experiment is a fantastic 


way of teaching our children to think more scientifically and 
share their findings with the whole school." 

Rocket Science is just one educational project from a pro¬ 
gramme developed by the UK Space Agency to celebrate British 
ESA astronaut Tim Peake’s Principia mission to the ISS and in¬ 
spire young people to look into careers in STEM (science, tech¬ 
nology, engineering and maths) subjects, including horticulture. 

Applications to take part in Rocket Science are still open and 
will close in March next year or until all packs have been allo¬ 
cated. Schools and educational groups can apply at

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Badgers ‘will not be 
harmed’ as council deals 
with Britten’s Field sett 

ILMINSTER Town Council has assured people 
that badgers living on Britten’s Field will not be 
harmed as efforts are made to stop the animals 
from marauding under the playing area. 

The council reported last week that the badg¬ 
ers had extended an established sett in Brit¬ 
ten’s Field and were encroaching into the 
playing field area and under access steps. 

“This is causing a hazard for users of the 
recreation field and presents a health and 
safety issue which the town council must ad¬ 
dress,” said a council spokesman. 

“To minimise this problem work is being un¬ 
dertaken within the next week to inhibit further 
badger encroachment. This will involve digging 
a trench around part of the sett and installing a 
subterranean barrier. 

“The work will be completed in accordance 
with a licence issued by Natural England and 
fully supervised by an experienced badger 
consultant. 

“No badgers will be harmed although it is 
likely they will be disturbed, and a small part of 
the sett will be destroyed. 

“The sett will otherwise not be disturbed and 
will be retained as a safe refuge for the badg¬ 
ers.” 

To help walkers in accessing Britten’s Field at 
the lower end of the Incline, the town council is 
arranging to have some porous matting in¬ 
stalled to provide a replacement route to the 
steps close to the badger sett.

Rotary Club given talk on RNAS Yeovilton 


THE Rotary Club of Ilminster welcomed RNAS 
Yeovilton’s community relations officer, Jeremy 
Greenop, to speak at their recent meeting. 

During his light hearted and entertaining talk, en¬ 
titled “Royal Naval Air Station Yeovilton Past, 
Present and Future”, in which he light-heartedly 
ribbed rival service, the RAF, Jeremy spoke about 
the development of RNAS Yeovilton, its impor¬ 
tance as the major employer in Somerset, with 
4,400 employees, and the changes that are to take 
place in the future. 

Jeremy (pictured right) joined the Royal Navy in 
1969 as a warfare specialist, was selected for fly¬ 
ing training in 1974 and awarded pilots Wings in 
1975. 


During his long standing career he has flown 
Wasp and Lynx helicopters operating from frigates 
and is also a qualified helicopter flying instructor. 
He commanded minesweeper HMS Soberton, and 
then a deep-sea trawler taken up from trade to op¬ 
erate as minesweeper HMS Northella in the Falk- 
lands conflict. 

After several years, on-and-off, based at RNAS 
Portland where he commanded 829 Squadron, and 
a desk bound spell at the Ministry of Defence dur¬ 
ing the first Gulf War, Jeremy became Commander 
Air at RNAS Yeovilton. 

He spent his last seven years in the Royal Navy 
on secondments to NATO staffs in Norfolk, Vir¬ 
ginia and then Brussels.

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Young library volunteers treated to day out 
at Wookey Hole after successful summer 


YOUNG people from across Somerset who spent 
their summer volunteering in libraries celebrated 
their achievements recently at Wookey Hole 
Caves. 

Following Somerset Libraries’ successful Sum¬ 
mer Reading Challenge, all 89 young people who 
had volunteered as part of the project were invited 
to spend the day at Wookey Hole Caves with their 
families and attend a celebratory event in the after¬ 
noon. 

The Summer Reading Challenge is a nationwide 
event that takes place in libraries up and down the 
country, which encourages children to complete 
the challenge of reading six library books during 
the school summer holidays while collecting stick¬ 
ers. All children who participated in the challenge 
received a certificate and those who completed the 
challenge also received a unique reading challenge 
medal. 

This year, Somerset libraries had 7,937 children 
take part in the “Record Breakers” themed Sum¬ 
mer Reading Challenge and they were looked after 
by volunteers as well as paid library staff. Library 
staff were delighted by this increase in participa¬ 
tion, especially as nationally many authorities saw 
a decrease in the number of children joining in. 

The young volunteers helped out with the chal¬ 
lenge by assisting children in choosing books, en¬ 
gaging with them about the books they had read 
and enjoyed, handing out the rewards of stickers, 
posters and medals, reading stories to the children 
and organising craft activities. 

Councillor David Hall, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member with responsibility for li¬ 
braries, said: “I am delighted that we had so many 
young people come forward and offer up their time 
to participate in volunteering to encourage children 
to keep reading.”

“These young people have self¬ 
lessly given something back to the 
children within their community and 
no doubt inspired and encouraged 
them to do well in the Summer Read¬ 
ing Challenge.

The reasons they gave 
for wanting to volunteer ranged from 
wanting to improve their CVs, prac¬ 
tise talking to people and boost con¬ 
fidence, to simply wanting 
something to do over the summer 
holidays. 


Empty homes across South 
Somerset at an all-time low 


THE number of empty homes across 
South Somerset is at an all-time low. 
As of October 2015 the number of 
long-term empty homes in South Som¬ 
erset was 223, a reduction of 793 since 
2012. 

The figures have been released at the 
start of National Empty Homes Week, 
a national drive to highlight the waste 
of empty property nationwide, and to 
celebrate the success of numerous ex¬ 
amples and new initiatives to bring 
empty homes back into use. 

Properties become empty for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons, including owners mov¬ 
ing into nursing homes or other 
properties going into probate. In most 
cases, owners of empty properties do 
not want to leave them unoccupied as 
invariably they are a drain on their re¬ 
sources in terms of unwanted bills for 
repairs, Council Tax, insurance, utili¬ 
ties and lost rental income. 

The vast majority of the remaining 
empty properties are actively being 
marketed for sale or let, or are in the 
process of being refurbished for reoc¬ 
cupation. 

Working together with Somerset 
Care & Repair, which runs the dis¬ 
trict’s empty property scheme, there 
has been more than 20 properties in 
South Somerset that have been bought 
back into use. These properties were 
in very poor condition and in most 
cases required more than £20,000 of 
work to bring them up to a rentable 
standard. 

South Somerset District Council of¬ 
fers a range of help, advice and finan¬ 


cial assistance to those who have an 
empty property or are struggling to 
know where to get help. If properties 
remain unoccupied due to a lack of 
funds for refurbishment works or dif¬ 
ficulty letting, small grants may be 
able to help with making properties 
ready for reoccupation. 

On occasions, properties are simply 
neglected, which can encourage issues 
like anti-social behaviour; they 
quickly fall into disrepair and gardens 
become overgrown causing a nuisance 
to neighbouring residents and affect¬ 
ing the value of neighbouring proper¬ 
ties. This can sometimes result in 
enforcement action although we prefer 
to work with owners on a voluntary 
basis. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, portfolio 
holder for housing at South Somerset 
District Council, said: “The empty 
property scheme is an extremely good 
opportunity for owners to bring them 
back into use, but also good news for 
those in desperate need of housing. 

“The empty properties are perma¬ 
nently improved and the owners have 
a property which is no longer depreci¬ 
ating in value and complaints are no 
longer received from neighbours.” 
“The funds are limited but people need 
to know help is out there.”

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Rotary 'this dose’ to eradicating polio 


I T is perhaps not widely known that 
Rotary has played a leading role in 
helping to reduce polio worldwide by 
99 per cent since its first project to vacci¬ 
nate six million children in the Philip¬ 
pines in 1979. 

Then, in 1985, Rotary launched an initiative 
called PolioPlus to free the entire world from 
polio, by the mass vaccination of children. 

Many will remember family and friends stricken 
with this debilitating disease and the considerable 
life changes endured by its victims. At its height, 
polio had paralysed or killed up to half a million 
people a year before a vaccine was discovered in 
1955. In 1961 an oral vaccine was invented and 
the UK launched the national immunisation pro¬ 
gramme in schools. 

So where are we now? There have been no do¬ 
mestically acquired cases in the UK since 1982 
and worldwide, there have been only 41 new 
polio cases so far this year. That’s about one per 
week, down from 7,000 new cases per week in 
1988 when Rotary was joined by the World 
Health Organisation, UNICEF, and the UK and 
US governments to formulate, fund and resource 
the Global Polio Eradication Initiative, the largest 
public health initiative the world has ever known. 
Whilst polio had disappeared in the UK, US, Aus¬ 
tralia and much of Europe, by this time it re¬ 
mained prevalent in more than 125 countries. 

Polio is a highly infectious viral disease which 
mainly affects young children causing spinal and 
respiratory paralysis; it can kill and remains in¬ 
curable to this day. Polio is spread through con¬ 
taminated water or food or by way of an infected 
person's saliva. 


Whilst incurable, 
polio is completely 
vaccine-preventable. 
However, only once 
before had a major 
virus based illn ess been 
eliminated worldwide, 
that was smallpox in 
1980. 

The task, to reach an 
unparalleled number of 
the world’s poorest and 
disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren, was considerable 
with many barriers, in¬ 
cluding cultural and re¬ 
ligious resistance, 
geographic isolation, 
poor public infrastruc¬ 
ture and all of the prob¬ 
lems associated with 
identifying and track¬ 
ing children in hostile 
war torn areas in Africa 
and Asia. 



Funding has been, and still is, the greatest chal¬ 
lenge, and is provided by many contributors, chief 
amongst which are Rotary International, includ¬ 
ing local clubs across East Devon and South 
Somerset, and the UK and US governments. 

In 2008 The Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation 
challenged Rotary to raise $200 million in two 
years and promised to match it. Rotary suc¬ 
ceeded, the Foundation matched the $228million 
raised, and in 2013 agreed to match two for one 
every dollar raised by Rotarians up to $35 million 
per year until 2018, a commitment of over $500 
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million. Rotary is meeting this challenge! 

Rotary is a voluntary, international service or¬ 
ganisation comprising some 1.2 million members 
worldwide. Rotary has contributed more than 
£1 billion (the largest private sector donor) and 
countless volunteer hours to immunise more than 
2.5 billion children in 125 countries. 

Rotarians from clubs around the world, includ¬ 
ing many from the UK, working alongside locals 
and UNICEF volunteers, continue to travel 
abroad to be involved in immunisation work and 
donate money to the PolioPlus program. Rotary 
has consistently fuelled the effort with resources, 
advocacy and genuine hard work on the ground, 
maintaining the dream of a polio-free world and 
bringing polio to the brink of eradication. 

Their work has brought many additional bene¬ 
fits. The polio immunisation campaign has be¬ 
come a critical vehicle for delivering other health 
services to children. Vitamin A capsules are often 
given along with polio drops. In post-Taliban 
Afghanistan, polio vaccinators also supported the 
country’s first birth registration campaign. 

Health systems and facilities strengthened by 
polio eradication campaigns have been used to 
hold measles immunisation campaigns. Commu¬ 
nity education work funded by polio donors has 
boosted basic health and hygiene awareness in the 
world’s poorest communities. 

For as little as 40 pence, a child can be protected 
against this crippling disease for life. But polio 
isn't yet beaten. Cases exist today in Afghanistan 


and Pakistan and a recent outbreak in Ukraine has 
emphasised the need for continued vigilance, ac¬ 
tion and of course cash - through to 2018 some 
£3billion is needed for continued inoculation to 
guarantee elimination in Africa and Asia (scien¬ 
tists will certify eradication only after three clear 
years). 

Recent cases have also highlighted the need for 
different injection based methods using dead po¬ 
liovirus (rather than oral ones which use a weak¬ 
ened poliovirus). 

Local Rorarian John Bartlett said: “We can’t 
stop now, the last percent is always the toughest 
and if we don’t finish the job polio could return 
with a vengeance. According to WHO more than 
10 million children under the age of five could be 
paralysed by the disease in the next 40 years if we 
lower our guard. 

“Will it all have been worth it? The full cost of 
eradication will likely reach around £10billion by 
2018, the year that scientists believe that polio 
will finally be beaten. 

“Millions of lives have been saved, millions 
more will not suffer the debilitating effects of this 
terrible disease, millions more will benefit from 
the related health programmes - the answer is, 
emphatically - YES! 

“But it’s no time for celebration yet! Rotary and 
its partners will continue to strive for a polio free 
world... we are now ‘this close’!”

Somerset's adoption and fostering service wins prestigious award 


A TEAM which recruits and trains foster carers in 
Somerset was recognised for its innovative and help¬ 
ful approach at a highly prestigious national awards 
ceremony last week. 

Somerset County Council’s Foster and Adoption 
Recruitment Service beat off tough competition to 
make it to the awards evening and was recognised as 
runners up for the Recruitment and Professional De¬ 
velopment Award for its hard work in this area. 

Described as the “gold standard for everyone work¬ 
ing with children, young people and families”, the 
Children & Young People Now Awards are now in 
their tenth year. The prestigious awards ceremony has 
held at the Hurlingham Club in London and was 
hosted by CBeebies presenter Cerrie Burnell and the 
National Lottery’s “Voice of the Balls”, Alan Dedi¬ 
coat. 


All the shortlisted candidates were praised as being 
the “most hard working and committed professionals 
in the country.” 

The national recognition is important according to 
Trevor Goss, team manager for the Fostering and 
Adoption Recruitment service at Somerset County 
Council. 

He said: “We are delighted that the hard work we 
have put in over the last few years has been recog¬ 
nised at these prestigious awards. However, what re¬ 
ally matters is that children who cannot, for whatever 
reason, remain with their birth family, are more likely 
to be placed in good quality foster homes nearer to 
their schools and family as a result of the improving 
placement choices. 

“Moreover much as we enjoyed attending these 
awards, the real heroes are those hundreds of people 


who open their homes and their hearts to some of 
Somerset’s most vulnerable young people. Our foster 
carers are the real heroes.” 

Between January and December 2014, a record 
high of 62 foster carers and 41 adoptive households 
were approved in Somerset. This came about by hold¬ 
ing regular information events around the county, an 
easy-to-use website containing lots of helpful infor¬ 
mation, dedicated staff on the recruitment line, and 
going that extra mile throughout the approval 
process. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet member for 
Children and Families at Somerset County Council, 
said: “This is brilliant news for the Service, which is 
committed to inspiring and encouraging more people 
in Somerset to embark on this vital role, but more im¬ 
portantly it is also brilliant news for those children 


who cannot for whatever reason live with their fam¬ 
ilies. The team have not only significantly increased 
approvals, but are recognised for their helpfulness, 
knowledge and ‘can do’ attitude. Well done to every¬ 
one involved. 

“We continue to seek people with the space in their 
homes, and their lives, to foster a child of secondary 
school age, teenagers, and siblings, particularly those 
living in Somerset’s main towns of Yeovil, Shepton 
Mallet, Frome, Bridgwater and Taunton. If you think 
you could give a young person much-needed support 
and guidance, please do get in touch.”

Sadly 
three of these are no longer with us but Ted cel¬ 
ebrates his 30 years as curator this month in the 
following year a committee was formed and we 
still have Geoff Marshall and Norman Owen the 
only survivors from the original committee.

WE would like to wish everyone a very safe and 
Merry Christmas from all the staff at Coombefield 
Veterinary Hospital. 

At this time of year we often find ourselves dealing 
with common festive emergencies. Please be careful 
during this time to ensure your Christmas goes with¬ 
out a trip to the vets. 

Christmas pudding and cake quite often contain a 
high quantity of raisins, currants and sultanas which 
can be highly toxic to dogs. While some individual 
dogs may show no obvious clinical signs after 
ingestion it can take as little as 8 raisins to cause 
severe renal failure. 

It may also go without saying, but alcohol and pets 


don’t mix. Alcohol toxicity can cause a dangerous 
drop is your pets blood sugar levels, blood pressure 
and body temperature. Seasonally also watch out for 
antifreeze even small spills and empty bottles and 
cause lethal poisoning, especially in cats who are 
attracted to its sweet taste. Within 30 minutes animals 
can be vomiting and cause irreversible damage to 
kidneys usually resulting in euthanasia.

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Christmas time for pets 


CHRISTMAS time, full of joy and cheer with the 
presents under the tree and Christmas dinner smelling 
better than ever! We as vets want to make sure that 
you and your pets have a fantastic Christmas without 
a trip to the practice. 

Cats are often more fascinated by Christmas trees 
than us and like to climb and explore. Make sure your 
tree is very secure and any glass tree decorations or 
those with sharp edges are well out of the way of your 
intrigued feline. Cats also can enjoy a nibble on tin¬ 
sel. They tend to eat lengths of stringy material which 
can then cause a concertina effect on the intestines. 
This can be very harmful and requires surgery to treat, 
so keeping tinsel and string out of harm’s way is much 
safer! 

What Christmas is complete without chocolate? Un¬ 
fortunately many dogs, and sometimes cats, also be¬ 
lieve this to be true! Chocolate can cause vomiting 
and diarrhoea and in larger doses, liver failure and can 
be fatal. The higher the cocoa content the more the 
risk, so keep those expensive dark chocolate truffles 
out of the way of any investigative hounds in the 
house! Be wary of chocolates on the tree and 
wrapped in presents within reach. Remember a small 
number of extra treats can lead to rapid weight gain 
which can take a long time to lose. 

Dried fruit is also a risk to dogs and can cause renal 
failure so keep Christmas pudding, mince pies and 
Christmas cake away from low tables or other places 
your crafty hound may be able to get to. 

For some of us, it can all get a bit much at these fes¬ 
tive times. We may like our house being filled with 
family, friends and music but not all our pets do. For 
some, the bustle and noise can be very stressful. If 
you have a timid pet who enjoys the quiet, make sure 
there is somewhere peaceful that they can go to not 
be disturbed.

2. IT'S easy to live with unfinished DIY jobs, 
but once you've decided to put your home on the 
market, dodgy DIY is a big no-no. It can put 
buyers off and make them think they'll need to 
spend more time and money finishing the work 
than they necessarily will.

wardrobes, so stuffing these full of things isn't 
the answer because it shows you don't have 
enough storage space. Instead, create more stor¬ 
age, preferably built-in or in the loft or garden, 
or get the stuff out of your home and into a stor¬ 
age unit. 


3. IT'S also worth scrutinising the outside of 
your home. Exterior maintenance is easy to 
overlook, but it's something a buyer's surveyor 
will pick up on, so it's worth pre-empting any re¬ 
medial work, as it could save you time, money 
and hassle. Not maintaining the exterior can also 
lead to problems inside, such as damp caused by 
missing or slipped roof tiles, or faulty guttering. 
And don't forget kerb appeal - making a good 
first impression from outside your home is es¬ 
sential. Inside, a neat and tidy hallway also cre¬ 
ates a good first impression - ensure there's 
enough storage for coats, shoes and scarves, etc, 
preferably out of sight. 


5. MAKE the most of the space you have - put 
a dining table in the kitchen (as long as it isn't a 
squeeze) to turn it into a kitchen-diner, and put 
the biggest bed you can comfortably fit in each 
bedroom. If you have a study or home office and 
the room would be more valuable as a bedroom, 
swap the desk for a bed, at least while you sell. 
The trick is to make your home easy for buyers 
to imagine as their home, and to move on emo¬ 
tionally so you can move on physically. 


HOW-TO-TIP: Worklights are invaluable 
when the days are shorter, but they're really 
bright and can cause you to see imperfections 
you wouldn't normally see in either daylight or 
artificial light (depending on the type of artifi¬ 
cial light in the room). This can mean you end 
up doing more work than you need to, if, for 
example, you're filling walls and woodwork. 
Directing the light away from where you're 
working helps, so you benefit from the light but 
it's not directly illuminating what you're work¬ 
ing on. Worklights are also brilliant for drying 
things quickly, including paint and filler, and 
give off a surprising amount of heat, so they can 
be used to warm up a room in preparation for 
painting. Paint shouldn't be applied in tempera¬ 
tures below 10°C. 


4. GIVING your home a really good clean - and 
cleaning, airing and tidying it before every view¬ 
ing - is a must. If you have masses of personal 
items on display, consider packing them away. 
While making your home look too sterile won't 
help sell it, a cluttered home will put buyers off. 
Remember, they may look in cupboards and

BOOSTERJET Engine 

The new S model is the first Suzuki to be 
launched that utilises the new BOOSTER- 
JET technology engine which in Vitara is a 
140PS 1.4-litre Direct Injection tur¬ 
bocharged unit (DITC). This new engine has 
compact dimensions and offers 220Nm of 
torque available from just 1,500rpm 
through to 4,OOOrpm. 

The BOOSTERJET engine is a newly devel¬ 
oped Suzuki unit that is characterised by im¬ 
proved fuel efficiency and driving pleasure 
that has been made possible by using a small 
displacement, high torque turbocharger. By 
controlling the wastegate valve, which closes 
to create higher boost pressure during heavy 
load operation and remains open during nor¬ 
mal driving, the system reduces pumping 
loss, thus achieving high levels of both power 
and fuel-efficiency. 

During development, Suzuki’s engineers 
virtually eliminated the typical delay in 
turbo power delivery or ‘lag’ by installing the 
specially developed compact turbo charger 
attached directly to the cylinder head as 
well as incorporating the exhaust manifold 
into the cylinder head casting. This design 
ensures optimum gas flow with minimal 
heat loss through to the turbo unit. The tur¬ 
bocharger has a boost pressure of 1.1 Bar. 

Historically, power and torque delivery 
from a turbocharged engine would not have 
been available until much higher engine 
speeds, offering less flexibility to the driver. 

The 1.4-litre engine offers strong benefits 
in performance too with a 0-62mph accel¬ 
eration time of 10.2 seconds for both manual 


and automatic transmissions and a maxi¬ 
mum speed, where permitted, of 124mph. 

A six-speed manual transmission is fitted 
as standard for the new 1.4-litre BOOST¬ 
ERJET engine with optimised gear ratios to 
help provide a good combination of per¬ 
formance and fuel economy. Additional 
measures include a shift lever counter¬ 
weight to help provide a smooth, positive 
shift action. 

A six-speed automatic transmission is 
available optionally which has a wide gear 
ratio range to permit precise driver control 
and help provide quick response at low ve¬ 
hicle speeds (for instance, when pulling 
away from standstill or driving slowly up¬ 
hill). The transmission has an expanded 
lockup range to promote good acceleration, 
high fuel economy and low levels of NVH. 
Additionally, a manual mode is fitted to en¬ 
able the driver to change gear using shift 
paddles behind the steering wheel. 

C02 emissions 

The Vitara’s C02 emissions are low thanks 
to the use of high tensile steel and other 
weight saving measures in the body. This 
has resulted in the Vitara being one of the 
lightest SUV’s in it class at just 1,210 kg for 
the new S model with manual transmission. 

An Engine Auto Stop Start system is 
also used which shuts down the engine 
when stationary. 

Four-wheel drive is typically seen as detri¬ 
mental to fuel economy and emissions per¬ 
formance. By contrast, Suzuki’s ALLGRIP 
system enables C02 emissions that are re¬ 
markably low for a four-wheel drive SUV.

C02 emissions for the new S model with its 
standard ALLGRIP system and manual trans¬ 
mission is 127g/km and just one gram higher 
for the optional automatic transmission. 

Suzuki evolved its renowned four wheel 
drive technologies into a new generation 
that delivers driving pleasure and peace of 
mind in diverse conditions while promoting 
economy and limiting the burden four 
wheel drive cars place on the environment.

Young, male drivers still risking their 
lives and others by drink driving 


WHILE crashes caused by drink drivers are 
continuing to fall slightly, some drivers are still 
not getting the message about the dangers, 
especially men in their 20s who are still the most 
prolific offenders. 

The number of crashes, where at least one driver 
was over the limit, dropped by 930 between 2010 
and 2013 (6620 in 2010 and 5690 in 2013) but the 
number of people killed in that kind of crash has 
remained at around the same level - 240 per year 
since 2010. 

Almost 13 per cent of men aged between 20 and 
29, who were breathalysed after a crash in 2014, 
were over the legal drink drive limit and another 5 
percent had some alcohol in their system. 

On average almost 26 people are killed or seri¬ 
ously injured in drink drive crashes per week in 
Great Britain. 

That means, between now and 25th December, 
another 66 people could end up opening presents 
in hospital beds, or simply not all after being in¬ 
volved in a drink drive crash. 

The safest thing to do, is not to drink any alcohol 
at all if you are planning to get behind the wheel of 
a car or on a motorbike. This is why Brake, the road 
safety charity is calling for a zero tolerance ap¬ 
proach to alcohol and driving. 

Gary Rae, director of communications and cam¬ 
paigns for Brake, the road safety charity, said: 

“Drink and drug driving remains one of the 
biggest causes of devastating road crashes; often 
young and inexperienced drivers and passengers 
are involved and frequently they are the tragic vic¬ 
tims. We must continue to send a clear message 
to all drivers, but especially young men, that drink¬ 
ing and driving is a lethal cocktail. It's shocking to 


see how many crashes, many involv¬ 
ing deaths and serious injuries, have 
involved men in their twenties. We 
are calling on the UK government to 
introduce a zero-tolerance drink 
drive limit” 

Brake has produced a free interac¬ 
tive e-learning resource to bust 
myths around drink and drug driving 


and convey the horrendous risks, 
particularly geared at young people. 

‘Sober up' can be used by anyone 
who works with young people or driv¬ 
ers, including: driving instructors; 
teachers; youth workers; community 
leaders; employers; and emergency 
services and road safety professionals.
